Drawings

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record taken alone or in combination shows a cosmetic case comprising a 
case body forming with a fitting member fitted with a cosmetic aids and a cover at top 
portion of the case body, a cover coupling member forming with a shift groove and a 
stopper on top portion of the case body, a protrusion corresponding to the shift groove 
being inside of the cover, an elliptical aperture having a hook member and an opening 
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member provided on the top side of the cover, whereby the cosmetic aids being fixed 
and released by turning the cover to the right and left directions . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
